WOODUUHN'S SPEECH. 


We have not heretofore made refer- 


ence to the maiden speech of Hon. 
"Win. Woodbnrn which was delivered 
in the House of Representatives on 
the 8th inst., his subject being the 
Texas Pacific Railroad, for the reason 
that we intended publishing the full 
text thereof. 
But we find that the 


speech is too lengthy to admit of re- 
production in our columns. 
We 


cannot let it pass however without 
making some comments, without 
according Mr. Woodburn the full 
meed of praise to which he is enti- 
tled for the bold stand ho assumed 
in behalf of an outraged and heavily 
burdened people. 
He did not wan- 


der far from his subject, his object 
being' to show the necessity and 
national importance of another trans- 
continental 
the Pacific 


railroad 
Ocean 


from Texas to 
on or near the 


thirty-second parallel, 
He could 


not advocate such a measure without 
saying: "Experience has demonstra- 
ted that the Union and Central Pa- 
cific Company's line is totally inade- 
quate to supply 
the 
increasing 


demands of trade and commerce, by 
reason of the great uncertainty in 
the delivery of freight in the Winter 
season and tho want of restrictions 
in their charters in favor of the 
rights of the people." 
It was but 


natural too for him to tell and pro- 
test against the discriminating policy 
of the Central Pacific, unrelentingly 
enforced in this State; of the arbi- 
trary and exorbitant system of freight 
and passenger tariffs, remarkable for 
discrimination between localities, 
and in favor of California as against 
Nevada, and giving a brief outline, 
by illustration, of the system that is 
preying upon the vitals of our peo- 
ple and eating out their substance. 
For presenting these matters in a 
forcible manner to tho House Mr. 
Woodburn is deserving the thanks 
of his constituents, and the approval 
of his own conscience. 
Before the 


expiration of his term wo hope to 
hear that he has accomplished some- 
thing toward a reversal of the present 
unjust condition of affairs. 


An amusing scene occurred in the 


House Thursday, when the Speaker 
administered the oath to Finnoy, the 
member who was placed in. Wall's 
seat by a strict party vote. Finney 
w«g in the Confederate service, and 
the Speaker, uninformed, started to 
administer the iron-clad oath. Fin- 
ney's upheld arm dropped as though 
ho had been shot. Great laughter 
followed, an explanation was made, 
and a modified oath administered.
